A REAL CONSERVATION CHANCE.

In a letter to Dr. Joseph IL Kings­ 
ley, corresponding secretary of the 
Board of Conference Claim ants of 
the Methodist 
Episcopal

letter, which discusses m ainly 
the 
need of pensions for aged clargy- 
men, follows: 
"Men do n o t go into the ministry 
with the hope of gain. 
T hey usual­ 
ly receive very small salaries. 
It 
is difficult, even for those who re­ 
ceive the la rg e st compensation, to 
save anything from their salaries. 
The minister of the gospel, because 
of the very n a tu re of his calling, 
comes in contact, more than any 
other man, w ith suffering and un­ 
fortunate hum anity. 
"The more closely he follows in 
th e footsteps of the Master, the less 
likely is he to have anything of 
his salary a t th e close of th e year. 
If he should attem p t to m ake mon­ 
ey outside of his profession, exper­ 
ience has show n that his usefulness 
as a pastor is greatly lesened. 
In­ 
deed, disaster has usually come to 
these m inisters of the gospel who 
have sought personal fortune. 
For 
some reason, 
money-making 
and 
preaching do n o t go together. 
"If, therefore, the church is to 
meet its sacred duty, it m ust pro­ 
vide for pensions to its servants, 
xvho have w orn themselves out in its 
service. 
This is an essential item 
in figuring th e overhead expense of 
a live and m ilitant church. 
It is 
also but sim ple justice to the indi­ 
vidual m inister, who has given the 
best that is in him to th e church 
an d who finds himself, In his old 
age, without th e means of support. 
"There n e v e r was a tim e in the 
history of Christianity, 
w hen 
the 
church was changed with larg er du­ 
ties, with 
g ra v e r 
responsibilities, 
th an now. 
T h e ideals w hich go to 
m ake up C hristian civilization are 
challenged, th e wide world round. 
“We need, a s we never needed be­ 
fore, soldiers in the field, but we 
need equally, soldiers of th e cross 
a t home. 
A faith in the 
God 
of 
Righteousness is our 
su rest 
de­ 
fense.”

FATE MAY REST ON 
CHILD'S WORDS. 
Newburyport, M ass., Jan. 7.— T he 
fate of Antonio Zezepanek, who w as 
given a preliminary hearing in court 
today on a charge o f murder, m ay 
rest in large measure upon the prat­ 
tle of a five year old child who, tho 
terribly mutilated by the slayer o f 
a woman and another child, is being 
nursed back to h ealth by skillful 
surgeons.

His Jive-year-old sister lik e­ 
wise was attacked, but Is now on th e 
road to recovery and is expected to 
furnish the most im portant link In 
efforts to identify Zezepanek w ith 
the crime, wlhch included the theft 
of $17<60.

In order to gain standing 
as such a company at least sixty five 
men between the ages of 18 and 5b 
must volunteer for srvice, furnish 
their own uniforms and agree to 
enter the service of the state for a 
period of two years. As members of 
the reserve militia men can the call­ 
ed upon for service in times of riot 
or any other disturbance within the 
state. There are now three regiments 
of the national 
guard and these 
soldiers will be called out first in 
any emergency and afterward the 
companies of reserve militia, if the 
regular national guard is not able to 
control the situation. U nder present 
rulings men who are within the draft 
age are permitted to join reserve 
militia and the training there will 
be very valuable to them if later 
they are caller into the regular army 
service. 
Some of the men who have been 
attending the drill have done so with 
the idea only 
of joining a home 
guard organization, from which they 
could resign at any time. 
It is pos­ 
sible, therefore, that some of the 
men who have enrolled in the some­ 
what informal organization already 
effected will not feel disposed to join 
the reserve militia. 
The steps thus 
far taken do not obligate them if 
they do not desire to go ahead with 
their military work.
